THE CHINESE TREATY. 
GOOD AUTHORITY FOR BELIEVING THAT IT 

7 18 PRACTICALLY, AS FOLLOWS,

Wasuinoron, D. C., Jan. d.— The text of 
the Chinese treaty has not yet been made 
public, but there is good authority fo 
ing that the following ara its principal 
visions: 

The Emperor of China consents that, when- 
ever in the judgment of the United States, 
the immigration to this country for*residence 
of Chinese labor injures, or threatens to in- 
jure, the interests of the country, our Gov- 
ernment may restrict and suspend such im- 
migration. 

2, The treaty does not provide for an abso- 
lute prohibition of the immigration, but is 
understood to be couched in more courteous 
terms, so as not to offend the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. Practically, however, the power 
to suspend immigration is lett with the 
United States. 

3. It is also understood that ns treaty will 
contain the stipulation that this power to 
suspend immigration shall not extend to the 
Chinese coming to this country for the pur- 
pose of travel, or for curiosity, or education, 
or trade, and it especially excludes tourists, 
merchants, teachers, and students. 

4. The treaty doubtless reiterates in some 
stringent form a guarantee of protection for 
Chinese now in this country. 

5. The eommercial treaty forbids any als 
criminating duties on vessels and commerte 
of the Chinese. and puts into effect the pres- 
ent statutes as expressed by the President’s 
prociamation. . 

6. Both the comfhercial and immigrant 
treaties are very short. 


but supplements the Burlingame treaty. « 

8. There are no obstacles placed in the way 
of commerce or travel. The restrictions go 
solely to the importation of Chinese laborers 
01 coolies, 

9. The treaty is considered by those who 
negotiated it as the most important ever eh- 
tered into between the two Powers. The 
commercial treaty is also believed to contain 
the provisions relative to opium and the con- 
cession as to cotton goods already outlined 
in these despatehes. 


GOFF. 
SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuiveton, D. C., Jan. 6.—Gen. Nathan- 
iel Goff was nominated to the Senate to-day 
as Secretary of the Navy, and his nomina- 
tion was confirmed a short time afterwards 
without a dissenting vote. Gen. Goff belongs 
to a wealthy and influential family at Clarks- 
burg, W. Va., where he was born in 1826. 
He was educated for the Bar, but at the out- 
break of the rebellion he espoused the Union 
cause and was appointed Colonel of the Third 

Virginia Infantry. He served in the brigade 
commanded by General, now President 
Hayes, and has a good war record. 
He was at one time taken prisoner, and 
confined in Libby Prison. He rose to the 
rank of Brigadier-General. Resaming his 
practice after the War, he became an active 
Republican, and was 

NEARLY ELECTED REPRESENTATIVE 
from the Third West Virginia District in the 

Forty-fonrth Congress, receiving 12,631 votes, 
against 12,799 cast for Benjamin Wilson, his 
successful Democratic competitor. He was 
appointed United States District Attorney 
for the District of West Virginia by Presi- 
dent Grant in 1878, and reappointed by 
Hayes in 1877. In 1876 he was the unsuc- 
cessful candidate of the Republicans for 
Governor, and, although he was defeated, he 
greatly strengthened the party. Gen. Goff is 
a man of fine presence, with clean-shaven 
features, and a pleasant expression. He is 
considerable of an orator, and his oration at 
the decoration of the Union graves 

AT ARLINGTON, IN 1876, 
attracted much attention. It is intimated by 
his friends that he has received assurances 
that he will be reappointed to this position 
under the Garfield Administration, and that, 
without such an assurance, he would hardly 
have resigned his lucrative position as 
United States Distriet Attorney for the 
entire State. The name of Campbell, of 

West Virginia, who created so much excite- 
ment in the Chicago Convention, and whose 
expulsion was moved by Roscoe Conkling, 
was first urged upon Gen. Ga for a 
Cabinet place from West Virginia, on the 
ground that he was from a Southern State. 

Whatever chances Campbell may have had 
were injured by the fact that he is an active

and many of Garfield’s friends insisted that, 
should he be appointed, his appointment 
would be ascribed to sectarian influence. 
Navy officers undoubtedly would have pre- 
ferred a Secretary of the Navy from the sea- 
coast, but, in these later days, the mountainous 
State of West Virginia seems to be pre- 
eminent on the water.

As amend- 
ed, the first section will enable the Post- 
master-General, upon satisfactory evidence, 
to instruct Postmasters, at offices where reg- 
istered letters arrive directed to. persons en- 
gaged in conducting any lottery, to return 
the same to the writers with the word 
“fraudulent” written or stamped on the 
outside. The second section refers in like 
manner to money-orders. As these sections 
now stand, they apply only to persons con- 
ducting fraudulent lotteries, gift-enterprises, 
or schemes for the distribution of money. 
By striking out the word “ fraudulent,” the 
application becomes general, and embraces 
all lotteries, gift-enterprises, etc. 

PUBLIC BUILDING AT QUINCY. 

Mr. Davis, of Illinois, has introduced a bill

VARNISH EXPLOSION, 


FOUR MEN FATALLY BURNED IW 4 
BREWERY. — 


New York, Jan. 6.—This forenoon an ex- 
plosion of varnish occurred in Peter Doel- 
ger’a brewery, No. 1106 First avenue, by 
which four men were so badly injured 
they must in all probability lose ir 
dives. The men were varnishing barrels in 
the varnish-room, when a lamp was incau- 
tiously brought too near the inflammable 
fluid.

Tug election of a Low- Tax Democrat as 
Speaker of the Tennessee Senate yesterday 
indicates a trade of some kind on the Sena- 
torship, and the presumption is that the Ro- 
publicans will have the benefit of it. The 
wise thing for them to do obviously was to 
relinquish their claims. to all the minor of- 
fices in both Houses gor the sake of getting 
votes for Senator. Nor could they be justly 
accused of sacriticing the honor or the inter- 
est of the State in sodoing. With an over- 
whelwing majority of State-Credit men in 
both Houses and a Governor of the same per- 
suasion there can be no serious danger of the 
success of any of the schemes of repudia- 
tion.. The election of Senator in Tennessee 
is th® most important of all thatare to occur 
this yeat. In no other State is the political 
standing of the new Senator in the 
least doubtfal. Not only is this true, 
but it is probable that the’ control 
of the National Senate will depend on the 
result in that State. Owing to the delay of 
the Legislature in organizing, the election 
will not now take place until two weeks 
from Tuesday next. Senator Bailey is be- 
lieved to be already practically out of the 
race. Two Low-Tax Democrats voted for 
the Republican candidate for Clerk of the 
House for the sole purpose of defeating 
Wade, who was understood to be Senator 
Bailey’s candidate. 

Tue tenor of that part of the Queen's 
speech to Parliament which relates to Ire-

The intimidation of the Courts 
and of the officers of the law are strongly rep- 
robated. A removal of the grievances of 
the Irish people is promised. The Irish Land 
act of 1870 is to be improved. The weakness 
of that law was thatit permitted the land- 
lords to exact from the tenants contracts by 
which the landlords were exempted from all 
the obligations of that gw. That law 
has, also, under the circumtances of 
failures of crops, proved insufficient, not 
only in Ireland generally, but also 
in Ulster. A general readjustment of the re- 
lations between landlords and tenants in 
Ireland is recommended, this readjustment 
to conform to the principle of giving to a 
larger portion eof the people, by purchase, a 
permanent proprietary interest in the soil on 
which they depend for existence. This, it is 
said, will require the removal of various ob- 
stacles arising out of the limitations now 
created by law on ownership. This seems to 
foreshadow a change of ‘the land tenure in 
principle at least, as demanded by Parnell 
and the Land League, but the fall meaning 
can hardly be gathered until the measure 
proposed is formall presented by the Minis- 
try.

THE RAILROAD ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
NATIONAL REGULATION. 

The railroad question has been brought up 
before Congress by the persistence of Judge 
Reagan, of Texas, who undoubtedly is ear- 
nest and sincere in his effort to secure such 
National regulation of the railroad commerce 
between the States as will afford the public 
adequate p'otection against the rapacity and 
discriminations of the corporations. At the 
same time this gentleman’s pertinacious

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rivers under the authority of Congress, and, 
if the Constitution warrants Congressional 
regulation of Inter- State commerce for the 
benefit of the railroad corporations, it 18 
absurd to contend that it has no such au- 
thority for the protection of the people 


regulate the management of railroads lying 
within State jurisdiction as well us other 
common carriers, whether they be stages, 
express-wugons, or two-wheel carts. It 1s 
equally absurd to conclude that the United 
States Govérnment, having under the Con- 
stitution the right to regulate commerce 
among the States, has not as much power 
within its proper jurisdiction as one of the 
States. Hence there is no reasonable doubt, 


} under the most obvious construction of the 


Constitution and under the actual decisions 
of the Supreme Court, that the authority of 
Congress is ample in the premises. 


2. That such a law as Mr. Reagaa proposes 
will make Wash the headquarters of all 
the railroad offices in the country, whether they 
like it or not, and that these roads will be com- 
polled to keep agents there 
after their interests before 
be the genera! managing power of them all. 


As a matter of fact, such a law as ought to 
be enected, including the provisions and pen- 
alties of Mr, Reagan’s bill, with the addition 
of the Commission feature, will relieve the 
railroad corporations from the expense and 
disgrace of keeping their lobby agents in 
Washington to corrupt Congress and prevent 
the passage of legislation necessary to the 
protection of the public. A National rail- 
road law ought to correspond very nearly to 
the State Railway lawof IIlinois. The latter 
has not compelled the rail this State 
to keep agents at Springfield. ré are no 
railroad head quarters at the Capital of LIIf- 
nois, nov any other offices or agents there 
except those necessary to the transaction of 
actual railroad business at that point. A 
similar National law will not require the 
presence of railroad agents or attorneys at 
Washington any more than the State law 
requires their presence at the State Capital. 
The railroad companies that shall abide by 
the requirements of the proposed law will 
not be molested or embarrassed, and it will 
be the duty of the National Railway Com- 
mission, in behalf of the people, to look up 
the representatives of the railroads which 
shall violate the law. 


8. That such legislation will enlarge the juris- 


diction of the Federal Courts, annul that of the 


State Courts, and make the procurement of 
justice py a private citizen more difficult and 
expensive than now. 


If there were any force to this pointit 
would not be urged by the railroad corpora- 
tions, far they are not at all concerned as to 
how much trouble the private citizen may be 
subjected to in his effort to procure justice 
as against them. As a matter of fact, the 
proposed legislation would make the way 
easie? and cheaper to the private citizen for. 
the procurement of justice without in any 
way disturbing the present relations between 
the State and the United States Courts. The 
State Gourts have not now any jurisdiction 
over the abuses practiced by the railroads in 
their inter-State commerce, and United 
States Cogrts will have their jurisdiction 
clearly defined; indeed, their work will be 
simplified and their usefulness increased 
with the intermediate intervention of a Rail 
way Commission possessing the power to 
correct abuses, in many cases without going 
into court, whenever the corperation shall 
have become convinced that they cannot vio- 
late the law With impunity. 


4. That the proposed law discriminates in favor 
of short hanis, and its tendency will be to make 
freights for loug distances oppressive, and trat - 
fic in many instances quite impossible. 


This was the argument employed by the. 
railroads at the time they were resisting the 
passage of the Illinois law. Experience has 
proved that the apprehension was without 
foundation. There is no danger that the 
railroads will undertake to make the rates 
for long distances oppressive in order to se- 
cure large returns for serviee over shorter 
distances, for they would thus destroy their 
business. The purpose is that the railroad 
corporations shall not be permitted to dis- 
criminate in favor of one individual against 
others in fixing their rates, nor in favor of 
one locality where there is competition 
against others where there is no competition. 
This purpose has been worked out under the 
Illinois law, so that discriminations are rare 
and may be quickly corrected and without 
interfering with traffic or making freights 
for long distances oppressive. 


5. That, wherever States have legislated ia this 
same direction, the result bas been directly op- 
it to that soucht. In all such cases freights 
ave been largely increased, and additional and 
unnecessary burdens have been laid upon ship- 
pers.

route. If the motives of theg evil geniuses 
could be traced with accuragy, they would 
without question be found rooted in some 
injury, either direct or indirect, real or 
imaginary, perpetratea by the victims whose 
harm they seek to compass in the most cow- 
ardly of all ways. These injuries may be 
real or they may not, for often what appears 
to be an injury to a servant of a corporation, 
fot instance, does not appear in that guise to 
the corporation itself. The latter may dis- 
charge an employé, beeause it has the right 
to do so, or is for its best interests, without 
any intention of injury, though it involves 
hardships to him and @s family; and some- 
times what is in reality eruelty on the 
part of a corporation is unavoidable, 
as for instance the ejection of the 
poor creatures the other day whose 
squalid hovels stand in the way of the en- 
trance of the Western Indiana Railroad to 
this city. People injured even in the most 
remote manner, having no belief in their re- 
sponsibility to a Higher Power for the taking 
of life, and very sureof escaping detection, 
seek to injure the corporation that has done 

harm, utterly reckless of what may 
happen to innocent pedple. Probably if they 


could do so without danger of revealing: 


their plans, they would. notify the innocent 
and concentrate their vindietivenes upon 
the corporation, but: they cannot do so, and 
consequently they strike blindly, regardless 
how many others suffer, provided they 
can inflict injury upon those who 
they fancy have ‘injured them. This 
theory will probably account for most 
of the malicious caprice in the world, and it 
might be Illustrated by the Nihilists of 
Russia, who in their determination to- de- 
stroy the Czar do not hesitate to involve 
others in danger against whom they have no 
grievance, simply because they cannot reach 
the Czdr alone. At the sdine time there is 
undoubtedly a class, though not a very large 
one, which has a spife against those who are 
more happily conditioned than they, in 
whose minds the sight of luxury, or even of 
comfort, arouses a feeling of the most brutal 


vindictiveness, and who take a positive com-. 


fort and delight in revenging —them- 
selves upon them individual in- 
stances of this aremot infrequent. Com- 
munism and Soclalism are not without its 


characteristics. It crapped out in the French 


Revolution. Its spirithwas manifested in our 
labor riots a few years ago, when this class 
rose and joined hands with those who were 
striking for better wages. There is still an- 
other class—tnough let us hope a small one 
which aims at tortureand murder, with no 
other ineentive than the fiendish delight it 
takes in witnessing Stenes of agony and 
blood, like that abnormal monster Jesse 
Pomeroy, who, after ‘maiming, mutilating, 
and killing children, was found flaying a 
kitten in his cell the other day.

The 
clover then oecupies the field for two or 
three years, and is used for pasturage, or is 
mown for hay and seed,—first a crop of hay, 
eut early im the season, then about the time 
frost comes it is mown again for a crop of 
clover-seed: At the end of two or three 
years the clover is neither pastured nor cut, 
but is plowed under as manure, and hns wers 
the purpose well, restoring the ground for 
wheat or other grain. 

The crop of wheat when clover-seed is 
sown with it is often or generally light, and 
reduces the average, as it is the crop before 
the ground gets a rest in grass. Another 
thing that reduces the average is wheat sown 
in the South, which is not well adapted to its 
production, or in the extreme West, beyond 
the limit of sufficient rain. 

In the annual reports of acreage sown in 
wheat these lands are incluaed, and, though 
wheat is not the crop sought, the production 
of from five to ten bushels of wheat per acre 
on these lands, being included in the grand 
total, reduces the average per acre of the 
whole wheat production much below the 
reality. Deducting the acreage of this de- 
scription and the straggling cultivatien in 
districts where wheat is not grown as a crop, 
the average production of the wheat-lands 
proper of the United States Will range from 
eighteen to twenty-five bushels of wheat per 
acre; and millions of acres produce from 
twenty-fiveto thirty-three bushels every year. 
Any farmer owning what is called wheat- 
lands,” whe takes the pains to prepate his 
fieids properly, is reasonably certain of a 


yield exceeding twenty bushels in a common: 


and twenty-five bushels per acre in a good 
year, and from that up to forty bushels. 
Wheat has been grown in Ohio for eighty 
years, the acreage atinually increasing as the 
State was settled up. It was once the lead- 
ing wheat-growing State. Its annual prod- 
uct, however, in those days rarely exceeded 
20,000,000 bushels. In time other crops were 
more profitable, and wheat-fields were put in 
grass and sheep and live stock were raised. 
Of late years, there being an increased. de- 
mand and better prices for wheat, the lands 
which Mr. Pell supposes were long since ex- 
hausted were put in wheat in 1879, with the 
yield of 36,591,360 bushels, and again in 1880, 
with a yield of 37,792,800 bushels. In New 
York wheat has been grown tor 100 years, 
but, other crops being more profitable, most 
of the land was put to other uses. In 1879 
the yield from a small proportion of the 
supposed exhausted lands was 10,746,660 


bushels, and in 1880 it was 12,981,287 bushels. | 


Pennsylvania has been raising wheat almost 
since the days of William Penn; she has 
always produced a large amount, and yet her 
wheat fields, supposed by Mr. Pell to he worn 
outafter a century and more wheat-grow- 
ing, produced 22,307,247 bushels in 1879, and 


22,299,090 bushels in 1880, which crops have 
never been exceeded. Indiana, which has been 


a State of the Union since 1809, and has 


never been regarded as a great wheat State, 
but has always been rather classed as a corn- 


growing State,—the whole area of the State 
being less than that of lreland,—under the 
Inspiration of better prices produced from 
her “‘ worn-out”? wheat-fields 40,709,148 bush- 
els of wheat in 1879, and 38,841,990 bushels in 
1880, 

In Lilinois the facts are even more remark- 


able, as throwing light upon the delusions of

If it bas power to interfere 
with the business of railroads, then it can regu- 
late all common-carriers, even to the two- 
wheelec cart which pires between two States. 


This is begging the whole question. The 
Constitution authorizes Congress “ to regu- 
Jate commerce among the several States.” 
This authority is not limited, nor was it in- 
tended to be limited, to waterways or road- 
ways. Had such been the case, the framers 
of the Constitution would have said so ex- 
plicitiy. Railroads were not known, and 
probabty not dreamed of, ‘at the time the 
Constitution was adopted, but the framers of 
that instrument made the provision in ro- 
gard to inter-State commerce so broad that 
it inejudes railroads to-day, and will 
include air-ships or any other agency for 
carrying on commerce between the States 


that may be invented in the future. More- 
| | over, the authority of Congress over the mat- 
ter bas been affirmed by the Supreme Court

purpose it is because the law was not prop- 
erly framed or executed. The Illinois law 
is in no sensea failure. The authority of 
the State Commission is respected, and has 
been ever since the validity and practical 
operation of the law were sustained by the 
Courts. It is now possible in almost all 
cases of complaint to secure restitution and 
to provide against recurrence of the offense 
without resorting to the delay and cost of 
litigation. The outery against railroad 
abuses has largely subsided in this State, 
except as against the great combinations 
that control inter-State commerce and op- 
erate outside the jurisdiction of the State 
law. 

It the railroad attorneys and lobbyists can 
urge no stronger objections to the passage 
of a National railway law than those they 
have presented thus far, it will be pretty evi- 
dent to the people in case the project fail 
that something besides argument has been 
brought to bear upon Congress to secure 
such a result. 


SOME PHASES OF MALICIOUS CAPRICE. 

The London Spectator, in a recent issue, 
devotes a long essay to the study of “ mali- 
cious eaprice,“ basing its reflections upon two 
attempts to destroy life which were chron- 
icled on the same day in the daily papers. 
One of these was the discovery of a danger- 
ous cartridge conceaied in some coal which 
aman was about putting into a furnace con- 
nected with a thrashing-machine; and the 
other was the placing of four ties upon a_rail- 
road with the intention of upsetting trains. 
As this kind of “malicious caprice,” as the 
Spectator terms it, is not confined to En- 
gland, but is of frequent occurrence in this 
country, it will be interesting to summarize 
thé Spectator’s speculations. It is by no 
means uncommon for obstructions to be 
placed upon our railroads. ‘Torpedoes 
have been placed in coals. Infernal ma- 
chines, cunningly concealed, have been sent 
to unsuspecting parties. Barns, haystacks, 
and outbuildings bave been fired. Horses 
and cows have been cruelly mutilated. Mis- 
siles have been thrown at passing trains, and 
various devices have been resorted to by un- 
principled persons to increase the discom- 
forts of others lu some caSes, and often to 
take human life. Whatis the cause of these 
actions ? 

The Spectator is inclined to view them as 
huge practical jokes, perpetrated by a lower 
class against a superior class, for the purpose 
of bringing calamity upon them. Its point is 
illustrated in the following paragraph: 

It is to be f that there are m 
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States a year or more ago, Mr, Pelland Mr. 
Read, being members of the English Commis- 
sion appointed to investigate the wheat-fields 
of America, are still bolstering the cause of 
the English land-owners by speeches to the 
effect that wheat-growing in the United States 
is already so costly and the lands so rapidly 
exhausting that British’farmers can continue 
to pay high rents without fear of American 
competition in breadstuffs. This judgment, 
or this declaration, rests upon two or three 
facts: (1) That the only American wheat- 
dands that produge abundantly are so remote 
from the seaboard that the cost of transpor- 
tation will render it impossible to deliver the 
grain at competing prices in England; 
(2) that the average English production 
of wheat is thirty bushels to the 
acre, While in the United States it is 
only thirteen; and (8) that American farm- 
ing is so slovenly carried on that the 
wheat-fields of the Eastern States are al- 
ready exhausted, and that this exhaustion is 
rapidly extending to the more Western 
States. These statements are so much of the 
nature of half truths, and so wildly pre 
sented, that they furnish a most imperfect 
and altogether unsafe foundation on which 
to rest conclusions. 

American farming ia, in one sense, em- 
nently practical. Those crops are grown 
for which at the time there is the greatest 
demand and the most remunerative prices, 
In England wheat is raised to meet a market 
in which the demand always exceeds the 
supply; hence wheat in England is always 
certain of sale. in the United States wheat 
is raised for a home market in which the 
supply always exceeds the demand, and 
where the price of the wheat crop is fixed 
and limited by the price offered for the surplus 
in a foreign market. The incentives 
to wheat-growing are widely different in the 
two countries. In the absence of a demand 
for the surplus wheat groduction, the prices 
obtained in the overstecked domestic mar- 
kets are not as remunerative as those ob- 
tained for other crops. There is alwaysa 
market for maize, because it can be converted 
into beef, pork, and lard, and into alcohol, 
for which commodities there is always a de- 
mand. The land ean also be more profitably 
employed for grazing, and ratsing sheep and 
wool and beef. Hence the acreage devoted 
to wheat is vastly less than might be, and the 
attention given to its growth less careful 
than is given to other and more profitable 
branches of farming. : 

A deficiency in the British production of 
breadstuffs having new become a perma- 
nency, the British market. for wheat to the 
extent of that defleieney has been practically 
added to our own; and, it having been dis- 


covered in France and Germany that it is 
cheaper to buy bread from the United States 


. . 


This is from the wheat land in what Mr. 
Pell describes as the worn-out and exhausted 
soil of an old State, which has been raising 
wheat since 1816, 

Michigan, another State without any great 
reputation as a wheat State, finds no diffi- 
culty in producing upwards of 30,000,000 
bushels a year in the south part of the State, 
when prices appear moderately remunera- 
tive; and Wisconsin has no trouble to pro- 
duce 20,000,000 bushels in the south third of 
the State on her worn-out “ fields. . 

We need not speak of the capacity of the 
younger States with theiralmost virgin soil. 
These States have as yet hardly entered upon 
the production of wheat. We have shown that 
in the old wheat States, all of which have 
been producing wheat for more than half a 
century, all that is needed to induce the old- 
time prolific production of wheat is the pros- 
pect of a market. The surplus of 200,000,000 
bushels grown this year can be increased, 
as we have said, indefinitiy, and it can be 
produced and delivered profitably in England 
at prices which will utterly forbid British 
com petition at the present cost of production 
in that country. There is hardly an acre of 
land which produced wheat fifty years ago in 
the Northern States which, under the offer 
of a market for the surplus, cannot be made 
as §roductive as it was the first year it 
was cultivated, British farmers who 
place faith in Mr. Pell’s assurance that 
the soil of the United States is so 
nearly exhausted that this country will in 
time have to import wheat will find them- 
selves most lamentably deceived.

SIR STAFFORD NORTHCOTE

ernment had broken down in Ireland, 
and the mischief done was incalculable.

MR. GLADSTONE REPLIED

The 
Government thought they were bound to try 
the effect of existing laws, They had not, 
like the late Government, arrested three 
insignificant persons who were never 
brought to trial. Crime and violence had 
prevailed in freland to a far greater extent 
than now. He would not admit that the 
Land act of 1870 had altogether failed, but 
he did ‘admit that the new provisions were 
requisit as to the assignment of 
tenants’ interest, and that the clauses 
intended to give free scope to the 
experiment of creating 9 peasant proprietary 
had been insufficient, and almost inoperc tive.

THE QUERN’S SPEECH. 

Mr Lornps AND damen: I have called 
you at a period eariter than usual to the resump- 
tion of your labors, as some affairs of more than 
common urgency demand your attention. 

THE EASTERN QUESTION. 

My relations with foreign Powers continue to 
be friendly and harmonious. The main ques- 
tion, relating to tho trontier betw Turkey 
and Montenegro, has been solved. Powers 
are now engaged in communications which have 
in view the determination of the frontier be- 
tween Turkey and Greece. Some important 
portions of the Treaty of Berlin, which have so 
long remained without fulfillment, contmue to 
form an object of my anxioys attention. 


SOUTH AFRICAN AFFAIRS. 


A rising in the Transvaal bas recently imposed 
upon me the duties of takwmg military measures 
with a view to the prompt vindication of my 
authority, and has of necessity set aside for a 
time any pian for securing to European settlers 
that full control over their own local affairs 
without prejudice te the interests of the natives 
which I bad been desirous to confer. I regret 


that the war in Basutoland continues, notwith- 


standing the efforts of the Cape Government. 
It would cause me much satisfaction if a suit- 
able occasion should present itself for friendly 
uction on my part, witha view of the restora- 
tion of peace. 

THE AFGHANISTAN SITUATION. 

The war in Afghanistan has been brought to a 
close, and, with the «< «ception of the Candahar 
force, my troops have been fecalled withiu the 
India frontier.

Papers on the several subjects to 
which I have adverted, as well as further corre- 
spondence on the military estimates of India, 
will be presented to you. 

REVENUES, 

GENTLEMEN OF THE House or Commons: 
The estimates for the services of the coming 
year are in a forward state of preparation, and 
will be speedily laid before you. My Lords and 
gentiemen, there has been a gradual though not 
a very improvement im the trade of the 
country, Iam now able to entertain more 
favorable expectation of revenue for the year 
than I could form at its commencement. 


THE IRISH SITUATION, 

The anticipation with which I last addressed 
you of a great diminution of the distress in lre- 
land, owing to an abundant harvest, was re- 
alized, but I grieve that the local conditions of 
the country ha ve assumed an alarm ing character. 
Agrarian crimes in general have multiplied far 
beyond the experience of recent years. At- 
tempts upon life have not grown in the same 

portion as other offenses, but I must add that 
orts are being made for personal protection 
far beyond all former precedent by the police 
under the direction of the executive. I have to 
notice other evils yet more widely spread. The 
administration of justice has been frustrated 
with respect to these offenses through the im- 
possibility of securing evidence. und an extended 
system of terror has thus been established in 
various parts of the country which has 
paralyzed almost alike the exercise of private 
rights and the performance of civil duties. In 
this state of things, new in some important ro- 
spects, and bence with little of available guid- 
ance from former precedents, I have deemed it 
right to put in use the ordinary powers of the 
law before making any demand; but a demon- 
stration of their insufficiency, amply supplicd 
by the present circumstances of the country, 
leads me now to apprise you that proposals will 
be immediately submitted to you for intrusting 
me with the additional power necessary, in my 
judgment, not only for the vindication of order 
and publie law, but likewise to secure, on be- 
half of my subjects, protection for life and 
property and persopal liberty of action, subject 
to the primary and imperious obligations to 
which I have justreferred. I continue to de- 
sire, not less than heretofore, to prosecute the 
removal of grievance and the work of legisia- 
tive improvement in Ireland as well as in Great 
Britain. 

The irish Land act of 1870 has been productive 
of great benefits, and hes much contributed to 
the security and comparative well-being of the 
occupiers of the soil without diminishing the 
value or disturbing the foundations of property. 
In some respects, however, and more particular- 
ly under the strain of recent and calamitous 
years, the protection which it supplied has not 
been found sufficient, either in Ulster or other 
provinces. 

I recommend you to undertake the further de- 
velopment of its principles in a manner con- 
formable to the special: wants of Ireland, both 
as regards the relation of landlord and tenant, 
and with a view to effective efforts for giving to 
alarger portion of the people, by purchase, a 
permanent proprietary interest io the soil. This 
legisiation will require the reuroval, for the pur- 
poses in view, of all obstacles arising out of lim- 
itations of ownership of property, with dué pro- 
vision for the security of the Interests involved. 

A measure will be submitted to you for the es- 
tablishment of county government in ‘Ireland, 
founded upon the representative principles and 
framed with the double aim of cogpfirming pop- 
ular control over the expenditures and of sup- 
plying a yet more serious want by extending 
the formation of habits of loca) seif-govern- 
ment.

THE ALLEN MURDER CASE.

Sanpwics, III., Jan. 6.—As the time ap- 
proaches for the trial of the five young men 
—William Thomas, Harry Reifenberg. John 
Dier, Elmer Emmons, and Clarence Wood- 
ruff—for the murder of Hiram P. Allen, Feb. 


14, 1880, the interest in the case increases. * 


As it has attracted much attention through- 
out the country, a general résumé of the case 
will be read with interest. 

The readers of Tue Trreune will remem- 
ber how Mr. Allen was shot and instantly 
killed, in his bedroom, at 1 o’clock 
in the morning. The murder was a 
most foul one, and at the time was 
Shronded in the deepest mystery. 
Next morning’s Tam contained full par- 
ticulars, and its readers may remember that 
a piece of tallow-candle was found on the 
scene of the struggle, which seemed to be 
the only clew. Detectives were put to work 
on the case, and suspected at once that the 
bloody deed had beeh committed by some- 
body familiar with the premises, who had 
killed him in order to escape from their 
burglary without detection. The accused 
were suspected, and for months the detect- 
ives were silently but busily at work, and 
at last have worked up a strong case of 
circumstantial evidence, and at the trial a 
good deal of sensational evidence will be 
presented. A grocer, during the summer, 
came acr in an old box, an old piece of a 
tallow candle, the other part of which he re- 
membered having sold to a little sister of 
William Thomas a few days before the mur- 
der,—the little girl saying she wanted it to 
put in a lantern. The piece found at Allen's 
house after the murder was compared with 
it, and they exactly fitted; and, even on mi- 
croscopical exam n. number of 
threads in the two pieces of wick were 
found to be the same At 
egies 4 the birds might away, 
on Oct. 12 the five were arrested. Two weeks 
later, Charles Dyas, son of the proprietor of 
the Sandwich ouse, was also arrested for 
complicity. All were immediately indicted 
for murder, but all except Dyas have en 
a change of venue to Kane County. All of 
the six are yoy men, under 28 years old, 
and three of them under W years, and some 
are well connected. 

The prosecution claim that for many years 
there has been a 11 of burglars 
in this city whose oy ons at last culmi- 
nated in this terrible tragedy; but that 
these arrests will wind uP the gang. 
The prosecution are aware of the difficulty of 
securing a conviction from circumstantial 
evidence alone, and have opened a- 
tions with ‘he view of one of the accused 
turning State’s evidence. Within the last 
few days one of them has weakened, and to- 
day it is ramored that one, if not two, will 
turn State’s evidence. re is certainly 
need of justice in this county, as we have 
had fourteen murders, and not a single exe- 
cution.

THE CRIME 
for which Sullivan suffered death was com- 
mitted on the night of May 5, 1879, in a 
lodging-house at No. 218 South Eighth street. 
Sullivan, who had been for some time en- 
instrel performers, in- 
cluding the Louisiana Choristers, a troupe 
of freedmen, was living at this place with 
Josephine S. Irvin, a young woman 2 years 
of age. Two years previous to the mur- 
der she separated from John Stanford, of 
Ou City, Pa., to whom she had been mar- 
ried, and came to this city, it is said, to live 
with young Sullivan. She was followed by 
her husband, who begged her to return to 
her home, but she absolutely refused to do 
this, and subsequently obtained a divorcee. It 
appears that for some time prior to the com- 
mission of the deed there had been frequent 
quarrels between the two, brought about by 
continued accusations of Sullivan that the 
woman was playing false with him, 
AT A LATE HOUR 

on the night in question Sullivan returned 
home and found that his mistress had re- 
tired. Entering the chambers, he re 
newed the charge of infidelity. Just as 
Sullivan had gone up-stairs others heard the 
report of a pistol, and a moment afterward 
Sullivan called for assistance, and a colored

Capt. Eads Returns from His Mission 
to Mexico with Authority to Con- 
struct a Ship Railway Across the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec. 

NEw ORLEANS, Jan. 6.—Capt. James B. 
Eads has returned from Vera Cruz oni board 
a Mexican war steamer. The Mexican Gov- 
ernment gives to Capt. Eads’ company the 
right to build a ship railway across the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec; grants it 1,000,000. 
acres of land on the shore of the Pacific, on 
which to build the terminus of the railway 
and establish a harbor, and empowers it to 
charge and collect a toll of $5 per ton on all 
freight passing over the road. The right is 
also given to construct a telegraph line on 
which only customary rates can be charged. 


In return for this Capt. Eads agrees te carry 


on railway all ships of war, munitions, mails, 
ete., free of charge.

The Produce Markets Generally Quiet An 
Early Decline, Followed by 
Decided Strength. 

The Afternoon Feeling a Firm One, with 
More Doing on the Call. 


FINANCIAL, 


Stock fluctuations were not as a rule impor- 
tant or interesting. Louisville & Nashville and 
Chattanooga furnished one of the paltry sensa- 
tions by bobbing violently in opposit directions. 
It was at first reported that the Louisville had 
wan a suit, in which the two roads were parties, 
and its stock advanced to 04, while Chattanooga 
fell from 70% to 68. This sews was at once fol- 
lowed by information that it was Chattanooga 
that was the victor, whereupon Chattanooga re- 
covered to 67 and Louisville dropped back to 
91%.

The ques- 
tion which racks the ‘speculative mind is, 
in which Jireetion will the market take its next 
start? According to ordinary precedents, 80 
steady and considerable a rise as stocks have 
had in the last six months would naturally be 
followed by a reaction and liquidation. Cau- 
tiou ary signals have been hung out for some 
weeks by tonservative brokers and cutious op- 
erators. ‘Professional dealers in New York 
have been turning bears. The banks refuse to 
lend more than 70 per cent on stock security. 
Jay Gould some timé since lost confidence in 
the high prices prevailing. He has 
put bis resources into cash, and is 
waiting his chance, convinced, as he 
expresses it, that money will beat stocks. Still, 
though the market has halted and there was a 
sharp downward fiurry the other day. stocks 
have not broken. On one side are heavy rail- 
road earnings, easy money, overflowing sub- 
seriptions to new enterprises, like Northern Pu- 
cific, probable refunding of the Government 58 
and 6s at 3 or 3% per cent, and prosperity every- 
where. On the other side are fears of hostile 
railroad legislation, of a failure to refund at 3 
per cent, calculations that the money market 
will gradually work harder, and apprehensions 
that the prosperity of the country has al- 
ready been discounted by speculators. It 
is not difficult to see that the 
balance of the opposing forces given above leans 
decidedly in favor of higher prices ultimately. 
The immediate future of the stock market is 


\ liable to severe fluctuations. Speculation can 


no longer count on a market like that of 1878 
and 1879, in which everything went up together, 
or reacted together when there was a reac- 
tion. Prices have reached a hight that invites 
attack on special stocks, as on Western Union, 
and lays single groups of stocks open to violent 
manipulation, in which the general market may 
not share. 

An exchange argues that the situation is not 
favorable for a further advance in prices. The 
grain and produce markets are weak,and the 
foreign demand bas unexpectedly almost ceased, 
so that the present prices, which are compara- 
tively low, fail to stimulate exports. These con- 
ditions, unless changed, point to smaller move- 
ments of produce for some time to come, which 
of necessity will affect railroad earnings. There 
is no question of the effects of such a result 
upon speculative values. The logical conclusion 
of a reasoning from these facts will point to 
conservative prudence on the part of the large 
speculators and investors rather than to radical 
happy or lucky’ ventures at present prices, 

One of\the rumors that put down Union Pa- 
cific the other day was that the defunct Crédit 
Mobitier Company was to be “opened” (what- 
ever that may mean), and that Mr. Gould, under 
some mysterious authority which it is pretended 
is invested in this Company, would be empow- 
ered to cali for $10,000,000 of the unissued Union 
Pacific stocks at par. Nothing, however, was 
said as to the rights of other stockholders to 
share and share alike should such distribution 
be made, or as to what the Government might 
say in the matter if 1t were attemptod. Never- 
theless, the story carried weight with it in stock- 
jobbing circles, and the market value of Union 
Pacific was depressed accordingly. 

The New York Tribune thinks it is no wonder 
that the recent advance in prices tempts invest- 
ors abroad and at home to collect several years’ 
interest at once. Sales by foreign holders did, 
in fact, begin on Monday, and may at any time 
turn the specie movement against this country 
and withdraw from the market a larze amount 
ag rapidiy as it came. If a disposition to sell 
should at any time become general among for- 
eign hoiders, who have the power now to realize 
large profits, it might quickly go far enough to 
affect the money market quite seriously.

The Cincinnati Price-urrent gives the tofal 
winter hog packing of the West to date as 4,875,- 
000, against 4,615,000 a year ago,—an increase of 
260,000.

It was stated yesterday that there would bea 
good export demand for wheat and corn here if 
cars could be procured toearry the grain to the 
seaboard.

Certain specuiators in 
London and Paris, especially the former city, 
ha ve been heavy sellers of whedt “in blank.“ 
which means about the same thing as selling 
short. They have sold as much as ode per 
bu below the price at whieh it could be hougbt 
here and laid down there, and now,they are doing 
their best. to keep prices down. The fact that 
such sales are made there is rot known 
to the many, who accept the transactions 
as bona fide. This selling in blank” is a new 
feature ou the other side, the folks there having 
only recently takén a lesson from Amefican 
speculators. Meanwhile the wheat is said to be 
badly wanted in Liverpool, with light stocks all 
over the Hritish Isles. 

New York reported a better @xport demand 
for wheat yesterday, with the prospect of liberal 
arrivais of sail room.

The railroad blockade is worse this winter, and 
bas lasted longer than in any previous winter 
fora great many years pasts Our commission 
men have complained for fully two months past 
that they cannot possibly fill orders for ship- 
ment East, because cars are not furnished as 
wanted.

We do need 
more elevator room now, and it would be worth 
the while of capitalists to consider the advisa- 
bility of constructing at least one such ele bator. 
It would probably be followed by others, 

The Omaha Bee,in its annual review of the 
business of that city, gives some interesting 
statistics, going to show that the “ metropolis of 
the Missouri Valley,“ as the article calls it. is ad- 
vancing in prosperty at a rapid rate.

OHIO POLITICS. 


A “Harmony” Movement Fails to 


Harmonize—Gov. Foster Regrets His 


Withdrawal from the Senatorial Con- 
test—He Has No Information as to 
Whether He Will Be Offered a Seat 
in President Garfield’s Cabinet. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Columns, O., Jan. 5.—Will Gov. Foster 
go into Gen. Garfield’s Cabinet? is a ques- 
tion which at the present time agitates the 
politicians. Could it be answered, the lead- 
ers of the two parties would be better able 
to look the future squarely in the face, and 
commence to hunt about for a candidate to 
place in nomination for Gubernatorial hon- 
ors next summer. But, with the uncertainty 
that exists, there is a practical lull in this 
department of Ohio politics, and the politi- 
cians are anxiously casting their eyes Mentor- 
ward, eager to cateh the first glimpse of the 
coming man, if indeed an.Ohio man is 
necessary to keep the Interior Depart- 
ment up to the standard of efliciency now 
claimed for it: or if the Post-Office Depart- 
ment, with its large ana wide branches, is 
to be placed under the management@f that 
active and energetic manager, the present 
Governor of the Buckeye Kingdom, the Hon. 
Charles Foster. Under his management itis 
generally believed that the fast mail would 
not be a slow coach, but that the same enter- 
prising, go-ahead system would be brought 
into play that has heretofore distinguished 
the Governor’s business and political life, 
and made his campaigns notable in the pol- 
itics of the State. 

Does Gov. Foster expect, or does he desire, 
to enter the Cabinet of the President-elect ? 
No, he does not. While he is a personal 
friend of Gen.‘ Garfield, and has for years 
been on the most intimate terms with him, 
both socially and politically, he does not 
claim to be the President-elect’s choice, nor 
does he expect any recognition from the 
next Administration as a recompense 
for his withdrawal from the Senatorial 
contest at the earnest solicitahon of friends, 
who feared that “aheated contest” with 
John Sherman would have a tendency to in- 
jure Republican prospects in the State. 
Should Gov. Foster be asked to fill a Cabinet 
position, he would doubtless accept; but, at 
the same time, he doe. not care for the place, 
and is confident that he will not be asked un- 
less he is wanted, and wanted in the full 
sense of the word and all it implies. He does 
not seek the place, nor would he accept it as 
a mere empty compliment and in the interest 
of harmony.“ 

It might be said, in this connection, that 
the harmony.“ ” fai to harmonize: 
and, while the Governor sacrificed himself 
for this very laudable purpose, events show 
what a keener foresight should have made 
visible, that his withdrawal has harmonized 
Jolin Sherman and his friends only, and at 
that point the placid quiet and rest come to 
an abrupt termination.

Foster regrets 
the step he has taken,—for it is generally 
conceded that his friends would have pre- 
ferred a square, stand-up fight, evenif tol- 
lowed by defeat, than the withdrawal of 
their favorit before the first round.

GEORGEA POLITICS. 


President Hayes’ Southern Policy, and 
the Struggle tor the Removal of Uni- 
ted States Marshal Fitzsimmons. 

Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune, 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 1.—It will be remem- 
bered that, soon after the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1876, there was a cry of fraud made 
by the disappointed Democrats over the re- 
sult. Especially noisy and boisterous were 
the South, who believed frorfi the day that 
Tilden was nominated by their party until 
the close of the campaign that the Republic- 
ans would be defeated and the party demor- 
alized and disrupted. When the matter of 
an Electoral Commission began to be can- 
vassed in Washington, there was consider- 
able discussion among the Democrats as to 
whether it would be advisable to filibuster or 
allow the Commission to handle the subject. 
Prominent among the leading representa- 
tives from the South who favored the ap- 
pointment of a Commission were Senator 
Hampton of South Carolina, Senator Lamar 
of Mississippi, Senator Gordg@p, of Georgia, 
and Congressman Key of Tenviessee. 

A conference of some of the leading parties 
who opposed the seating of Hayes was held 
at Wormley’s Hotel, Washington; and it is 
stated that at that hotel a capital under- 
standing was entered into between the op- 
position and the friendsof Mr, Hayes, by 
which the present President was to be seated. 
The argument which is supposed to have 
captured the support of these Southern rep- 
resentatives is said to have been, that if the 
opposition were withdrawn, Mr. Hayes would 
withdraw the troops from the Southern 
States, and follow a conservative course dur- 
ing the four years of his Administration. 
Other promises, it is said, were also made, 
which, summed up, amounted to all that Mr. 
Tilden could doif seated. The history of 
the Commission, together with the verdict of 
the party, remains fresh in the minds of near- 
ly every one. 

Soon after the inauguration of President 

Hayes, the policy of a conservative Ad- 

minsitration commenced assuming shape. 

Mr. Hayes made an assault upon the Solid 

South” with the view of dissolving it and 

capturing the support of Bourbon Demo- 

crats and Old-Line Whigs. He placed Key 
of Tennessee in his Cabinet. This move- 
ment the President hoped would rally the 
support of the old Whig party to his side. 

His next move was the nomination of Col. 

O. P. Fitzsimmons, of Augusta, Ga., United 

States Marshal of Georgia, at the request of 

the Hon. Alexander H. Stephens, Democratic 

member of Congress from Georgia. This 
action of the President was censtrued to 
mean that he hoped by doing so to quiet Bob 

Toom bs, whois one of Mr. Stephens’ most 

ardent admirers, and other strong, hot-headed 

Democrats, who he believed would be fight- 

ing his Administration if he did not please 


them. 

The Republicans of this section soon be- 
came disgusted with the conservative man- 
agement of the Administration, and became 
wrathy. The removal of United States Mar- 
shal.W. H. Smythe, who was a stalwart Re- 
publican, and the nomination and confirma- 
tion of a bloodthirsty Democrat in his place, 
were more than they could stand. Smythe 
was a bosom-friend of Clark, the Collector 
of Internal Revenue; and, as a consequence, 
the change was not an agreeable one to Clark, 
who, being a Republican of the most unques- 
tionable character, did not like to see his 
friend, a stanch Republican, removed, and a

— 44 This change brought about bad 
. tween the Marshal and the Collector 
and, from the day of the change, Clark and 
Fitzsimors have been at daggers’ points, never 
speaking to each other save upon matters of 
official importance. Clark claimed that Fitz- 
simons was maraging the affairs of his office 
in such a way as to preventhim from doing 
his duty with ease and dispatch: while 
on the other hand, Fitzsimons charge 
that Clark was using all of his energies to 
h inder and annoy him in ‘the duties of his 
office. Col. II. P. Farrow, the District-At- 
torney, in this fight took sides with the Mar- 
shal. Frequently, during the past three 
years, United States Commissioners came to 
Georgia from Washington City, to investi- 
gate charges against first one and then an- 
other of these three officials of the Govern- 
ment 

A short time ago Commissioner Newcombe 
reached Atlanta from Washington, for the 
purpose of investigating certain charges 
brought against the Marshal. These charges, 
itis said, were preferred against the Mar- 
shal by Commissioner Raum, and were, that 
the Marshal had been holding back certain 
portions of the fees of his deputies. Atter 
an examination of the affairs of the office, 
which consumed about two weeks’ time, 
Commissioner Newcombe returned to Wash- 
ington, where it was believed he would go 
over the testimony and make a report. Noth- 
ing more of the matter was heard until 
a private dispatch came to the Col- 
lector of Revenue that the matter would 
be dropped and the case disposed of without 
a report being made officially. The.dispatch 
gave out the impression that the President 
had decided that the Marshal should serve 
out his term, which lasts until December 
next. I learn that, although the matter is for 


the present settled, there is a movement on 


foot to reopen the case as soon as the new 
Administration goes into power. This move- 
ment will be headed by the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, who is determined to oust 
Fitzsimons, come what will. Clark says that 
he has plenty of good proof against Fitz- 
simons, and that, with a fair trial, Fitzsimons 
will have to fo. Clark speaks kindly and 
eomplimentorily of Neweombe, and charac- 
terizes him as an “honest and true man”: 
which would leave one to infer that New- 
combe was prevented by parties in high au- 
thority from making a report which would 
have caused the expulsion of Fitzsimons, as 
Clark says that the charges were fully sus- 
tained by the eviden ce. : 

Col. Fitzsimons, upon being interviewed 
with reference to the charge that he is with- 
holding portions of the fees of his deputies, 
says: “lam doing nothing more than the 
other Marshals. I understand that all of the 
Marshals are holding back a suflicient por- 
tion of the fees of their deputies until the ac- 
counts are audited at Washington and or- 
dered to be paid. This I think should be 
done as a 8 to myself and the Gov- 
ernment. If I paid all of the items of expense 
that seems 712 to me, and some of those 
items should be rejected, the Government or 
myself would have to make these amounts 
good, In every instance wnere I have dis- 
charged an official, or had one leave my em- 
ploy, with a balance remaining to his credit 
the amount has been paid by me as soon as I 
received official] notitication from Washing- 
ton that the charges were correct, and that 
they had been audtted.”

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THE. MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


Money Already Wasted+Folly of the 
Levee System—Suter’s Effective and 
Cheap. 

BY WILLIAM HOSEA BALLOU, OF EVANSTON. 
The Mississippi River is the most gigantic 

parasite known to men. The least possible 
estimate, computed from data in hand, shows 
that the annual average for jhe last thirty 
years of money expended on it for improve- 
ments, and lost through its depredations, ex- 
ceeds $7,000,000. Fully one-third of this sum 
is used by the Government, States, and pri- 
vate individuals to keep the stream and its 
tributaries in an “improved condition.“ The 
table will show the average of expenditures 
obtained for the last thirty years:

Only those who are acquainted with the 
stream and its peculiarities have an idea how 
unmanageable it is. The unstable condition 
of the soil of the country through which it 
flows renders it an object of distrust to the 
inhabitants of its border. Such is the treach- 
erous condition of its relations that for sixty- 
two years the ingenuity of man has contrived 
no check on its action. The causes of this 
condition of things are found partly in the 
river-bed. The geedimentary deposit varies 
from 60 to 100 feet in depth. It is generally 
composed of silt, with a mixture of clay and 
sand, which, having been deposited by the 
river, is at its disposal to lie still or be shifted 
about. It is evident that no ordinary con- 
struction can long stand unless it has a 
foundation penetrating this bed to a rock 
stratum. The great bridge at St. Louis, for 
instance, has its piers resting on the lime- 
stone bed-rock, under a sedimentary deposit 
of seventy feet. The railway bridge at the 
mouth of the Minnesota River has its piers 
lodged on a slender stratum of hard earth 
sixty teet beneath the river’s bottom. Itis 
further admitted that in boring through this 
stratum a soft layer was struck, which would 
not uphold the rod’s weight. At Cairo, III., 
in 1877, the United States corps of engineers, 
under Lieut. D. W. Lockwood, made borings 


to a depth of eighty-seven feet without en- 
countering any stratum harder than sand. 
At this point the machinery broke down and 
ee were suspended, At a depth of 
thirty-three feet the auger penetrated a cot- 
tonwood log, hardly ready to decay, showing 
conclusively the facility with which the river 
makes its own bed. At the same place it is 
stated on good authority that piles, one on 

another, have been driven toa depth of 12% 
feet without encountering a rocky stratum. 

The story of its areal width is even more 
remarkable. Near Cairo, III., the river 
moved a mile out of its course in one year. 
and is continually changing at that — 
Still more remarkable are the operations of 
the Missouri River, At one time Council 
Bluffs enjoyed its presence in the immediate 

roximity, and the benelits of its commerce, 

n consequence of whieh the city be- 
caine the terminus for Western railways 
in preference to Omaha, three times its 
size. These railroads erected depots and 
stationed offices of general Western Superin- 
tendents there. The Union Pacific con- 
structed an immense bridge, and in 
common with other railways built a 
union depot at the Bluffs. No sooner 
was the work completed than the Mis 
souri performed the rare feat of moving 
its course to Oma three miles away. 
There is no end to iffstances of this kind on 
a smaller seale. It may besafely asserted 
that from its narrowest point the 
Mississippi varies to twenty miles in 
width. It is no wonder, then, that the 
present embankment system is inadequate. 
— — are only asked at present for 
embankments as far north as Cairo. It is 
evident, however, that the sedimentary bed 
extends nearly to the source of the Missis- 
sippi, and that not only must the 1,110 miles 
from New Orleans to Cairo be embanked, 
but also the greater shore-line above the lat- 
ter city on both this river and the Missouri. 
An explanation of the frequent destruction 
of levees, dikes, and embankments is found 
in the method of their construction. When 
the current leaves the middle and runs along 
one side of the stream, the bank is rapidly 
torn down. At this pot the corps of en- 
gineers proceed to build a dike to resist the 
destructive force. A _ rip-rapis first con- 
structed which consists of a ra covered 
with long poles placed crosswise in alter- 
nate layers. This is loaded with heavy 
stones and sunk near the shore. Outside of 
itlong poles are driven to the depth of twen- 
ty or 2 feet, and sometimes to twice 
these depths. Brush and stones are 
heaped upon their foundation until 
a perpendicular embankment is completed 
on a level with the top of the bank. One 
would think that this ponderous dike 
would stand forages. But so vacillating is 
the salt-bed underneath that the water keeps 
working the outer edge with powerful re- 
sults. The embankment settles, sometimes 
toppling over, and again dropping suddenly 
from sight. Often the water works in behind 
these constructions and leaves them out in 
the stream. Thus it happens that the river 
is at work at innumerable points, tearing 
away its banks and defying the structures in 
use to hold it in check. 

In its work of destruction the current has 
some formidable aids. In the winter ice 
floats down continually. So immense are 
these cakes at times that three, and even two, 
coming down-stream abreast will get caught 
on the sides of the river, in some narrow 
channel, and form a bridge. This bridge ef- 
fectually holds back all oncoming ice. The 
great and small cakes coming down in large 
quantities join under, over, and behind the 
bridge, piling up to a great hight, forming 
a gigantic gorge. This mass finally breaks 
away; no power inaugurated by 
the hand of man is able to withstand 
it. Embankments, boats, live stock, people, 
forests, houses, other property are borne 
down stream. One gorge alone has been 
known to sweep away $3,000,000 worth of 
property, besides making a tremendous de- 
struction of life.- A gorge wilhoften require 
three days*to pass a given point. 

Another enemy to investigation and to em- 
bankments are the snags which infest the 
river, These, in their worst form, are large 
trees with roots and limbs. So rapidly are 
they loosened and borne down that the Gov- 
ernment is required to keep several snag- 
boats constantly at work. Perhaps the 
greatest of ali enemies to embankments is 
the F eave of high water. At this time most 
of the country adjoining the river, known as 
the bottom lands,” is flooded to a greater or 
less depth. This is a mostdangerous period, 
the result of which is awaited with anxiety 
by tand-ow ners involved. The various floods 
occurring since 1850, principally in that year, 
and those of 1864 and 1874, have carried away 
200 miles of embankment between New Or- 
leans and Cairo alone, which will cost the 
Government al $6,000,000 to repair.

Message of the Governor—State Debt, 
Cost of Public Schools, Too Many 
Office-Holders in the Cities, Impris- 
onment for Debt Not Vet Abolished. 

Now York Tribune, 

ALBANY,’ Jan. 5.—Goy. Cornell’s mes- 
sage isa compact, clear, and business-like 
document. There isa great deal of fact in 
it and very little theory. He gives the Leg- 
islature the usual annual amount of infor- 
mation about the affairs of the State—its 
finances, taxation, canals, schools, beneyo- 
lent institutions, prisons, quarantine, etc. ; 
adds a few practical and explicit recom- 
mendations as to needed legislation, and then 
stops. The reader will lock in vain through 
the message for any political bias, or any at- 
tempt to aim a stump speech at the peo- 
ple over the heads of the members of 
the Legislature. The Governor writes as 
though he were the President of a bank pre- 
senting a report to the Board of Directors. 
The financial condition of the State, he says, 
is eminently satisfactory, the revenues hav- 
ing been sufficient to meet all current liabili- 
ties, besides contributing $600,000 to the sink- 
ing fund and leaving on hand asurplus of 
$250,000 more than remained at the close of 
the previousfiseal year. The total apparent 
debt is $9,114,054.87, of which $8,899,360 is 
canal debt, but the sinking fund balances 
unapplied make the actual debt only $7,059,- 
574.70, Taxes were higher last year than the 
year before, because of the needs of that ex- 
pensive luxury, the new Capitol. The canais 
make a good showing, having earned a gain 
of net revenue amounting to $141,640. A 

roject for deepening the water in the canals 
by rai#ing their banks one foot is submitted. 

The public schools have cost $10,206,977, of 
which $7,638,921 went fer teachers’ wages.

The state Finances— Recommendations 
by Gov. Hoyt. 

Harrispure, Jan. 4-—The first biennial 
session of the Pennsylvania Legislature con- 
vened at noon to-day, and the Republican 
caucus nominees were duly elected as offi- 
cers. In the Senate a sensation was caused 
by E. B. Coxe, the Democratic Senator from 
Luzerne County, who declined to take the 
‘*sronelad” oath. He made a long state 
ment showing that he had used money in 
securing his election, and that therefore he 
could not conscientiously allow himself to 
be sworn in. 

Gov. Hoyt sent in his message to the Legis- 
lature when informed of its organization. In 
it he recommends that the Legislature take 
such action as is necessary to impress 
upon the proposed centennial observances at 
Yorktown the stamp of the sanction 
of this State, and ve the promise 
of enthusiastic participation by the 
people of Pennsylvania. He culls attention 
to the legislation necessary to reapportion 
the State into legislative, judicial, and Con- 
gressional districts; and also for a bill to 
refund the public debt to mature in 1882. 
The receipts at the State Treasury from Dee. 
1, 1879, to Nov. 30, 1880, were $6,720,354, and 

e yments for the same period were 
$6,820,119. The estimated revenues for the 
fiscal year ending Nov. W. 1881, are $5,404,000, 
and estimated expenditures for same 
period, $5,399,988. In the general fund there 
will be a deficit of $771,000, which, added to 
the present deficit in appropriations unpaid 
of $1,048,000, will leave a deticiency of 
$1,814,000 to provided for in 1881. In the 
opinion of the financial officers of the State, 
rovision to meet this accruing deficieney can 

made by fair amendments to the Revenue 
act of 1879. Since May 10, 1880, the defi- 
ciencies in appropriations, due previous to 
June 1, 1880, principally to school and char- 
itable purposes, have been reduced from 
$3,227,000 to $1,043,000, School expenditures 
for the year ending June, 1880, not includ- 
ing orphan or normal schools, were $7,482,- 
577. The total number of pupils on the roll 
is 937,310. In the schools for soldiers’ or- 
phans 2.580 children were supported and 
taught during the year at an expenseof 8351, 
431. When these schools are wound up, 
more than 12,000 orphans of soldiers will have 
been educated at a cost of $8,000,000, 

Gov. Hoyt su ts the making of an ap- 
propriation sufficient to test the system of 
reformatory imprisonment: calls attention to 
the fact that the law forbidding freight dis- 
crimination by railway companies has not 
been 8 with; states that through the 
efforts of the State Board of Agriculture 
pleuro-pneumonia among cattle has been 
eradicated; refers to the subject of the sale 
of bogus medical diplomas, and recommends 
the adoption of a system of registration of 
medical diplomas, with penalties for non- 
registration, or for practicing under a diplo- 
ma irregularly issued,and calls attention to 
the proposed celebration of the bi-centennial 
of William Penn’s arrival in Pennsylvania, 


NOT A REMEDY FOR THE EVIL. 


Ineufficiency of Senator Davis’ Bill to 
Relieve the Treasurer of the United 
States. 

Bu Telegraph to New York Tribune. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 4--The un- 
finished business before the Senate is the bill 
introduced by Senator Davis, of West Vir- 
ginia, “to relieve the Treasurer of the Unit- 
ed States from the amounts now charged to 
him and deposited with the several States.“ 

Several Secretaries of the Treasury and 

Treasurers of the United States have 

earnestly called attention to the inconvenience 

resulting from the necessity which now ex- 
ists of reporting in every daily, monthly, 
quarterly, and annual cash statement of the 

Treasurer the sums which go to make up 

what are known as the “unavailable funds” 

of the Department. These moneys have passed 
bey ond the control of the Department. What 
the Treasury authorities have for years been 

recommend is authority for the r 

to open a new set of 8, upon which the 

Treasurer may be credited with the amount 

of the unavailable funds and with such 

losses as occur from time to time through no 
fault of his own, the respective amounts to 
be charged upon the same books to the per- 
sons, States, or corporations from which 
they are supposed to be due. 
Senator Davis, in his Treasury investiga- 
tion, became aware of the aunoyance caused 
by this enforced system of practicaily ficti- 
tious bookkeeping, and set for himself the 
task of securing-a legis.ative remedy. Upon 
his request the Secretary of the ‘Treasury 
caused a bill to be drawn up embedying the 
necessary provisions, and sent it to him. 

For some unexplained reason the Senator 

did not introduce-the bill sent to him, but 

sélected one item out of the account, and 

made it alone the subject of his efforts. He 
proposes, in effect, to credit the Treasurer 

with the $28,000,000 of surplus revenue divid- 

ed among the States in the year 1837, and to 

give the amount to the States themselves. 
The presentation of this measure in the 

Senate raised an u issue at once. 

Senators from States which have been creat- 

ed since that year, and which of course re- 

ceived none of the surplus revenues, protest 
against the gift of so much money to old- 
er States. The latter have never asked for 
the passage of such a measure, and the 

Treasurer of the United States says the bill 

will not relieve him in the slightest degree.
